JAPAN AND SPAIN. 

Report That They Have Combined to Re- 
siMt United States Interference. 

Lo.N'DON, July 15. — A dispatch from 

Paris to a newspaper here says: In- 
quiry at the American embassy here 
has elicited a confirmation of the rumor 
that the governments of Spain and Ja- 
pan have arranged an offensive alliance 
against the United States. 

The terms, which are for the mutual 
protection of Cuba and Hawaii, provide 
that in event of an active aBgresaivo 
movement on the part of the United 
States toward interference in Cuban 
afTairs or persistence in the annexation 
of Hawaii, both Spain and Japan shall 
declare war simultaneously against the 
United States, and shall make hostile 
dcinonatrations along both tho Atlantic 
and Pacilic coast lines of that country 

The Standard's Madrid correspondent 
says: " Senor Canovas de Castillo, the 
Premier, will go to San Sebastian to- 
morrow to confer with tlie Queen in re- 
gard to the relations between Spain and 
the United States. I understand that 
an interesting and delicate correspond- 
ence has lately passed between the Span- 
ish and American governments respect- 
e Cuba." 

Wasiitngton, July 15.— Little cred- 
ence is placed, in official circles, in the 
statement that the Spanish and the 
Japanese governments have entered into 
an alliance against the United States for 
the mutual' protection of Cuba and 
Hawaii. Indeed, so far as could be 
learned to-night, the intimation of such 
an agreement has never reached the 
State Department. 

Both the Spanish and Japanese min- 
isters are away from the city.

MB. SHERMAN'S BLUNDER. 

The "Times" Says He Has Shown H^nself 
Unfitted for His Office. 

London, July 15. — In further comment 
on Secretary Sherman's letter respecting 
sealing. Sir Louis Davies, the Canadian 
Minister of Marine, said : " I have talked 
with Mr. John Foster as to the reports 
that the correspondence might provoke 
some unpleasantness, and he agrees with 
me that there is no reason for resent- 
ment. However, I do not consider it 
fair that only one side of the correspon 
denco should be published. • The Cana- 
dians have never believed that the seals 
were in any real danger of extinction 
On tho contrary, it is proved by statistics 
that they steadily are increasing." 

The Times, in an editorial, says : " It 
is impossible to doubt the authen 
ticity of the document. It is a manifest 
attempt in oflensive language to fasten 
upon England a cliarge of bad faith. If 
this was not Secretary Sherman's inten 
tion he has shown himself singularly un 
fitted for the delicate and responsible 
duties of his office. If it was, then the 
statement he has made repudiating the 
charge of bad faith was deliberately mis- 
leading. When he was first appointed 
to his office doubts were expressed as to 
tbe wisdom of the choice." 

The Post says: "Every indication 
points to tho certainty tliat GreatBritain 
will be compelled to liclit for lier exis- 
tence with the lJuitetl .States aa soon as 
an American government believes that 
war can be safely undertaken. Our 
duty is to make sure that it comes by no 
fault of oars, and that it finds us pre- 
pared." 

THE TARIFF HUNG UP. 

No Immediate Prospect of an Agreement 
of the Confisrees. 

W.\siii.\(iT()N, July 15. — The tarifl' con- 
ferees were in a more hopeful mood to- 
day, and one leading senator expressed 
tb.e opinion that the Kupubliuans would 
be able to conclude their labors to-mor- 
row, and to summon the Democratic 
meiiiliers by Saturday. It is believed 
that ilie I'ontending factions are very 
near an adjustment, which will compro-. 
miae the differences in the sugar 
schedule. 

At the bouse side, on the other hand, 
among thoee in close touch with the 
conferees it is asserted with positiveness, 
that the house conferees have no inten- 
tion of yielding anything to the senate, 
and the opinion is freely expressed that 
the deadlock will continue indelinitely.

San Francisco, July 16.— The Asao- 
ciated Press has received a letter from 

H. A. Stanley, president of the Bing- 
hiimton, X.Y., Evening Her.ild Com- 
pany, telling of the wonderful gold dis- 
coveries of Alaska. Mr. Stanley ^vrote 
from St. Michael's, where he stopped on 
his way to the Yukon mining region . 
Writing under date of June 30, he says : 
" The steamer Excelsior, of San Fran- 
cisco, was the first vessel to push her 
way through the ice to the island. The 
Portland from Seattle arrived four hours 
later. From these vessels we learned 
for the first time of McKinley's election, 
the result of the Corbett-Fitzaiininons 
fight and other news of the fall and win- 
ter. The ice went out of the Yukon 
about June 15, and the rivor steamer P. 
B. Weare, which wintered at Dawson's, 
225 miles up, reached St. Michael's June 
27. The Weare brought authentic news 
of some wonderful gold strikes and 
brought also some -15 miners, ev^ery man 
bringing in from ifo.OOO to .$100,000 of 
dust, an aggregate of more than $1,000,- 
OOJ. 

The steamer Alice arrived at St. Mi- 
chael's on June 25, bringing twenty-five 
miners and half a million id. gold iee 
them and much on its own account. 

" The richest gold strike the world has 
ever known was made in tbe Klondyku 
region last August and September, but 
the news did not get even to Circle City 
until December 16, when there was a 
great stampede over the 300 milea inter- 
vening between there and the new 
fields. 

" On Aucust 12 George Cromack mada 
the first great strike on Bonanza creek, 
and on August 19 seven claims were filed 
in that region. AVord was brought to 
Forty-Mile and Circle Oity, but the news 
waa looked upon as a grubstake rnmor. 
On December 15 authentic news waa car- 
ried to Circle City by J. M. AVilson, of 
the Alaska Commercial Company, and 
Thomas O'Brien, a trader. They carried 
not only news, but prospects, and the 
greatest stampede ever known in this 
part of the worrd commenced. 

" Of all the 200 claims staked out on 
Bonanza creek, not one has proved a 
blank. Equally rich flnda were made 
on the Gth to the lOth, on Dominion 
creek. Not less than 300 claims havo 
been staked out on Indian creek, and the 
surface indications are that they are ua 
rich as any of the others. The largest 
nugget yet found was worth $257. TliB 
next in size was one found by J, Clem- 
ents, worth .$231. The. last four pans 
Clements took out were . worth $2,000, 
and one went .$77.5. Bigger pockets have 
been struck in other regions, but no- 
wliore on earth has so rich a general Iind 
been made as in this section. 

" In all about seventy-live lucky- 
miners have reached St. Michaels. Somv) 
brought but a portion of their clean-up, 
preferring to invest the rest in mined 
they know to be rich. Among the most 
lucky are : 

"J. J. Clements, of T.,os Angeles, who 
has cleaned up about ^175, 000. He 
brought out .$50,000 and iinrested the 
rest. 

" Prof. T. S. Lippy, of Seattle, brought 
out about $05,000, and has $150,000 in 
sight, and claims his mine is wortli 
.$500,000 more. 

"William Stanley, of Seattle, cleaned 
up .$112,000; Clarence Berry, $110,000; 
Henry Anderson, $33,000 ; Frank Keller, 
.$r)0,000; T. J. Kelly, $33,000; William 
Sloane, of Nanaimo, $85,000. 

" There are some thirty more who will 
not talk, but stand guard over the treas- 
ure in their staterooms. There are it 
least thirty more men bringing from 
$5,000 to $i20,000. 

"All this gold, and more to come, is 
the clean-up of last winter's work. It; 
must all come out via St. Michael's, and 
the bulk of suppliea must go in that wa.v. 
The two great tranaportntion companies 
jmaliing in supplies are the North Amer- 
ican Trading Tranaportatioii Company 
and the Ahiaka Conimercial Company." 

Further particulars will follow in about 
forty 'days, on the arrival of the next 
steamer, as Mr. Stanley « ill remain iu 
Alaska and gather all tbe information 
he can. 

The following is au extract from a let- 
ter sent from tlie Klondyke region by a 
prominent and wealthy young business' 
man of San Frauuieco to his brother in 
this city : ' 

"The excitement on the livar is in- 
describable, and the- output of the new 
Klondyke district almost beyond belief. 
Men who had nothing last fall are now 
worth a fortune. One man has worked 
fortv square feet of hia claim, and is go- 
ing ' out with $40,000 in dust. One- 
quarter of claims are now selling at; 
from .$15,000 to $50,000. Tho estimate o£

'It is not by any means an easy under- 
taking. It iS'fiUed with difBcultiea and 
trials, such as one can hardly dream of, 
but if a pernoa is inclined to take the

" The new iciningcamp was discovered

"How much did I take out? Ob, 
that is something whicii I do not car« to 
■ say. People liave told all kinds of 
-Btoriea about my wealtli, putting it at 
from $100,000 to .$300,000, but that ia a 
udiatake.

fiepasts.of What Nortliern Cannery Men Are 
Doing Received by the " Louise." 

A speedy run toNortliern British Col- 
umbia porta was finished late last night 
by the C.P.N, ateamer .I'rinceea Louise, 
Capt. Sears, which left here oiglit days 
ago. Tfie steamer brought down very 
little car^go and but few passengers, ttie 
complete list being M. King, Dr. 
Bell'Irnog And two Ia£ians. Capt. 
Sears reports the biggest run of salmon 
known of for years at the Naas. The 
pack of tbe Nnaa harbor cannery was 
something like 3,000 cases when ho left, 
and that of the other canneriea waa not 
far behind. At the Skeena tlie Captain 
eays only an ordinary year waa 
being exi)erienced, while at Rivers 
Inlet cannere were doing excep- 
tionally Hinail biieinees, the leading 
cannery there not having over 2,20U 
casea when tlie Louise called. At Alert, 
Spencer's cannery had 1,600 casea, an 
amount greater than the total put up at 
tlie place laat year. On Sunday and 
Monday last no tisbing whatever could 
be done on the Skeena owing to a 
atroni; southeasterly gale which blew 
steadily for 48 hours. The steamer Cale- 
donia waa several days overdue at Port 
Simpson on her return from tlie bead 
waters of the (Skeena, but no anxiety 
was entertained n'garding her. Wlrle 
the Louise was in port an Indian named 
Harry Pierce was found dead on one ol 
the village streets, having breathed his 
last while bending over a bucksaw, cut- 
ting wood. 



THE, ^AYliNGS OF CHRIST. 

Text of the Eight Recently BIscovered by 
the EByptian Explorers. 

London, July 14,— Among the discov- 
eries made at Behneseh by Meaars. Greu- 
fell and Hunt, ot the Egyptian explora- 
tion fund, is a small page S^.f inches by 
33.,' inches, containing eight saying of 
Christ. The logia consists of dotaclied 
quotations, eacli beginning " Jesus 
saith." The Srat saying is : " And then 
thou shall ae3 clearly to cast out the 
mote that ia in thy hrother'a eye." 

Tlie second saying ia startling and en- 
tirely new. It reads: " .Teaus saith, ex- 
cept'ye fast to the world ye shall in no 
way find the kingdom of' God, and ex- 
cept ye keep tlie Sabbath ye shall not 
see the Father." This being at variance 
with the accepted tenchinga of Chriat, 
it is SUggeBted that it is perhaps a Jewiah 
forgery, committed with a view to sup- 
porting the Jewish Sabbath. Perhaps it 
IB an erroheoas report. 

The third saying is similar to that 
contained in John I, but the form ia dif- 
ferent. Christ describes himaelf as 
standing in the midst of the world, find- 
in-; all men drunken and noqe athlrst, 
" and my soul grieveth over the sons 
of men, because they are blind in their 
heart." 

The fourth saying has perished, only 
one word remaining. This is the Greek 
word for beggary. Aa this waa not used 
by Christ in any gospel the logia is con- 
sidered to have been new. 

The fifth saying, which contains cer- 
tain gups is of extraordinary interest. 
It reads, " Jeaua saith, wherever there 
are (here occura a gap) and there is one 
(gajj) alone I am witli him. Kaise tbe 
atone and there thou shalt find mu. 
Cleave the wood aud there I am." The 
latter part is entirely new, and it is ex- 
pected that it will arouse curiosity. If 
seems to indicate a pantheiatic philoso- 
phy and perhaps is a reflection of the 
mystical occultism of the agnostics in 
the early Christian centuries. 

The sixth saying coincides in part 
with Luke iv., 24 : " No propliet ia ac- 
cepted in his own country ; neither doth 
a physician work cures upon tliem that 
know him." Tliia is considered to prove 
that Luke had the same original records 
aa the logia because, the Greeks accepted, 
lieredektoB waa used by I,uku only and 
was hitherto aupposed to be one of his 
mere literary charges on Matthew's 
collection. 

The eoventh saying is similar to Mat- 
thew v., 14, but is incomplete. The 
eigtith saying ia undecipherable. 

it ia suggested that the date of the 
document must be from the year 150 to 
the year 300 A.D., probably not later 
than 200 A.D, The Greek of the logia 
ia 80--clear thata dispute as regards words 
is impossible. A controversy can only 
arise in regard to the interpretation of 
the new passage. 

FISH MUST EE CHEAPER. 

So Say Washington Cnnners, Otherwise 
thoy Cannot Pack this Season. 

South Bend, Wash., July 14.— P. J. 
McGowan, the veteran cannerymaTi, is 
in the city. Ue says that hia North 
river cannery will not run this fall un- 
less the price of fish is less than laat 
year. Laat season 25 cents was paid for 
big fish and 12>^ cents for silyersidea. 
tie says that he has some of last season's 
pack on hia hands yet ; furthermore he 
expects a full pack of spring salmon 
from his Chinnook cannery. 

Local fishermen aay that a strike will 
certainly enaue if any cut is made in the 
price of Jisli, and that they may refuse 
to fish unless the prices are increased 
over last year.

VANCOUVER. 

'V\scoovi:it, July 15. — A. cablegram 
has reached tbe Japanese ooneulate from 
I^onilon annouacing that his imperial 
hinhneaa Priuce Tnkeheto of Arisgawa, 
his imperial Japanese majesty's ani- 
haasador estriiordinary to the Clueen'a 
jubilee, is cxjieoted to arrive in Van- 
couver at the end of this month to em- 
bark on board of the R.M.S. iMiipresa of 
India, Bailing on Augnat '2 for Yokoha- 
ma. The prince's suite consists of onlj- 
nine peraoDB, viz.: the Marquis Kido, 
who paBsed through hero with the Mar- 
quis fto two moatha ago ; Hon. M. Saito, 
the oamtroller and master of tlie 
prince's household ; Captain li. Fuuaki, 
.fapaneBB Navy ; Lieut. -Colonel J. Mu- 
rata, Japaneee army ; K. Xabeshima, a 
secretary of the Foreign Otlico; Lieut. S. 
. Katow, Japanese navy, and three at- 
tendants. The Prince is one of the 
cousins of the reigning sovereign of 
Japan, and is at present a rear-admiral 
of the navy, He distinguished himself 
during the ivar between Japan and 
China as a captain of a Japanese cruiser. 
The cablegram just received by Hon. 
T. Nosse Bays that the Prince is travel- 
ling through the Canadian Dominion 
strictlv incognito under the name of 
Count Sawa, and he will decline to 
accept all marks of distinction. 

It has been raining iu Vancouver for 
the past 14 hours. U is thought that 
the rain will do no harm aa most of the 
hay is in and it is not raining hard 
enough to hurt the oats. 

The ticket wagon of Maln'a circus wag 
last night cloeed in the faces of a large 
crowd waiting their turn.

Music loving citizens of Vancouver are 
much pleased at the acquisition to their 
ranks in the person of Mr. Preimuth, of 
Victoria, who is to lead the regimental 
band, the late city band. The band 
have arranged for the purchase of new 
uniforms and instruments. 

Exports from the Vancouver consular 
district to the United States for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, amounted to 
sf2,5l)l,439, the largest on record, being 
over ifSOO.OOO more than any previous 
rear. The principal items were: Ore, 
galena, $980,014; matte, $72G,2C1; coal, 
iB43,367 ; fish, $118,420; hides and skins, 
444,462. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New West.\ii.v.steh, July 15.— Mr. Roy, 
Dominion government resident engineer, 
is having the channels on the North Arm 
and Canoe Pass marked with buoys. The 
snagboat Samson will go down the river 
on Monday for this purpose. Mr. Roy 
is also making observations with respect 
to the velocity of the current and dis- 
cnarge of the river. These observations 
are being made with the latest electrical 
curret metres, and the result will_ be of 
great service in arriving at a decision as 
to the best mode of keeping the mighty 
xiver within bounds. The metres named 
are being used on all the largeat rivers in 
the United States. 

All those who are interested in the 
navigation of the Harrison river will be 
pleased to hear that Mr. Roy, C.IC, has 
been in communication with the C.P.R. 
clEcials respecting the necessity of hav- 
ing a fender built to the Harrison river 
bridge, so as to enable steamers to pass 
through the draw with safety, which it 
ia impossible to do with the present ar- 
rangementa, when any wind is blowing. 
The result of the communications are so 
far satisfactory, and there is no doubt 
but that the necessary additions will be 
built by the C. P. R. Co. without delay. 

NANAIMO. 

Jlr. laaac Thompson, of this city, 
acoidectally sliot hiaiseli whild travel- 
ling down the mighty Yukon river to the 
Klondyke gold Holds. This information 
was received iium a letter written by J.

I'enticton line, 1 believe 1 voice the 
sentimenta of fully two-thirds ot the 
people from the Columbia river to the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, south of 
the C. P- R., that the provincial govern- 
ment should at once undertake the im- 
mediate construction of this much 
needed soulliernly and most direct route 
to the coast.

option which to choose. That a road is 
wanted to the coast can not be disputed 
from the meetings held in the interior 
as well as on tbe coast endorsing the 
project. Such being the case let ua all 
pull together.

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states silver currency for its face value; 
but if a man Bbould take a hundred 
United Stktea eilver 'dollars and melt 
them up in a crucible, the hiinp of 
metal would only be worth about $4(), 
and there ia no way by which ho could 
get it back into, coins again. In other 
words, the United States government 
takes 46 cents worth of silver, puts the 
Mint stamp on it, and it must be taken 
anywhere within the country in pay- 
ment of debts as $1.00. There is nothinR 
dishonest about this. Twenty Canadian 
silver lialf dollars, melted into a lump, 
would not be worth $10. Neither would 
four British, crowns, melted into a lump, 
be worth a sovereign. 
^India, the Orient, Mexico, Central 
A.merica and South America do busi- 
ness on a silver basis. In most of these 
countries the conditions are not such 
that it would be poaeible to use a paper 
currency, and the sums dealt with are 
aE a rule so small that a gold coinage ia 
out of the question. By far the greater 
portion of the world's population does 
business on a silver biisis, and the coun- 
tries to wliicii this observation applies 
are steadily bt'cominu more important 
factors ill commerce. There is little 
doubt that it is to this fact that the 
ability of Argentina and other silver- 
using countries to take away from Canada 
and the United States the supply of the 
Earopean markets with farm produce, ia 
due. 

The reatoiation of silver to its ancient 
monetary position would work an indus- 
trial revolution the world over. Its 
effect in thia Province, where such vast 
silver ore are to be found would be most 
profound. In short, from whatever point 
of view the question is regarded the 
views above referred to is of absorbing 
interest.

BRIGHTER PROSPECTS 

FOR SILVER. 

The important announcement ia made 
that representatives of France and the 
United States have submitted to the 
Marquis of Saliabury a proposition for 
the summoning of an international 
monetary conference, with the object of 
rfinonetizing eilver, and that tho Brit- 
ish Premier lias i)romiaed to take the 
matter into consideration. The dis- 
patch adds that the directors of tho 
Bank of England have aignified their 
willingneas to hold a part of the reserve 
in silver, and that there ia a likelihood 
of the reopening of the India mints to 
the free coinage of the white metal. 
This news ia of extreme importance. 
We are unable to think of anything of 
a business of greater importance. If the 
plana contemplated can be carried into 
effect the revival of buaineaa all the 
world over will be unprecedented. 

The serit'B of events which in 1873 cul- 
minated in the demonetization of silver, 
will prove, wlien analyzed in the clear 
Ji<-ht of history, one of the most interest- 
ing chapters in the record of this inter- 
esting century. What is meant by the 
demonetization of silver Is that in the 
conntrlea of Europe known as the Latin 
Union, i.e. the leading continental coun- 
tries, except Russia and some of the 
minor states, and the United States per- 
mitted silver and gold to be coined in- 
discriminately as money at, approx- 
imately, the ratio of 1(5 to 1, That is to 
say, 16 ounces of silver coined were worth 
as much as 1 ounce of gold. For reasons 
whijh we shall not stop to give just now, 
and perhaps it would not be poaaible to 
^'ive the true reasona, lirat one and tlieii 
another country cloaed its mints to silver, 
except for subsidiary coins, the last 
country to do so being, aa we 
remembar, the United States. Up 
to ■ thia time aiiver was in 
point of fact worth slightly higher than 
the legal ratio, tho conseiiuenco l)eing 
thit not much of it was taken to the 
mints of European countries and the 
United States. What was not absorbed 
in the arts was not more than sufficient 
to supply the demand of India and the 
Orient. The conseciuence was that fcil- 
ver varied from if 1.21 to ^l.'Jti per ounce. 
As soon as tho policy of demonetization 
look ell'ect the price of tho metal began 
to fall. It has fluctuated between (iO 
and 65 cents an ounce for a year or two, 
that is, it ia worth not half as much as it 
waa in 1873. 

Coincident with this fall in the price 
of silver there lias been a fall in tho 
price of most commodities. It ia not 
true, as many of the advocates of bimet- 
allism allege, that silver and wheat have 
dropped jjuri 7Ja8S!( ; but the fall in the 
price of farm products and farming lands 
lias kept pace with the declination of sil- 
ver so closely that it is impossible not to 
be impressed with the idea that there ia 
some neceasary connection between 
them. 

The closing of tho Indian mints a few 
years ago waa the last blow which the 
white metal received, and taken in con- 
nection with the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause in wliat was known as 
the Sherman law in tho United States, 
reduced silver from the position of a 
precious metal to that of a mere com- 
jnodity. ConBe(iuently silver coins have 
a viilue that ia largely artiQcial, Thua 
a Mexican dollar contains more ailver 
than a United States dollar, but it ia 
only worth 47 cents, in the United 
Stdfe.B,'' the reason being that United 
States silver dollars are legal tender over 
" the whole 'Union, while the moment a 
Mexican or any other foreign coin crosses 
the boundary of tiio United States It 
bucomea ho much bullion 



certain individuals can make acme 
money out of tlie aubsidy. We decline 
aa yet to believe that on this subject tho 
Libera] papers in this province ropre- 
aent the Ottawa ministry— or anything 
else except their own disappointments.

The Toronto Globe is waging vigorous 
warfare against the subdizing of railway 
companies in which nothing is invested 
by the promoters. With that the Coi.- 
o.visT is wholly in sympathy. It ia high 
time that an end waa put to the practice 
of giving to a party of adventurers a rail- 
way franchise and subsidy and permit- 
ins: them to speculate upon it. British 
Columbia has been very free from thia 
sort of thing ; bat plenty of examples of it 
can be found elsewhere in the Dominion. 
This is not, however, any reaaon why 
aid ahould not be granted to deserving 
British Columbia projecta, although it 
is usually advanced in Eastern papers, 
when they discuss applicatisns of this 
character from this province. 

We are unable to agree with those who 
think the Dominion baa done all it ought 
to in aid of railways. It ts too late now 
to discuaa the wisdom of such a policy. 
There will come a time when a halt must 
be called, but not while thia great west- 
ern country remains to be developed or 
until this jirovince has received its due 
share of consideration. At the same 
time we most heartily endorse the posi- 
tion that no projecta ahould hereafter re- 
ceive a dollar of government aid unless 
it can be demonstrated that they are 
needed to enable the latent resourcea 
of the country to be exploited and that 
the promoters themselves are prepared 
to find a reasonable proportion of the 
cost. We are opposed unalterably to the 
incorporation and subsidizing of com- 
panies merely aa speculative proposi- 
tions. By this we do not mean that in 
every caae the promoters of a railway 
company in asking for incorpora- 
tion ahould show that they are them- 
selves in a position to build the railway. 
Cases can easily 1)6 suggested; in fact, 
the history of railway building all the 
world over is full of them where impor- 
tant lines would never have been begun, 
or would have long delayed, if the legis- 
latures granting tho franchises had in- 
sisted upon the money being in sight be- 
fore sanctioning them. There is a 
happy medium between a cloae-liatod 
pDlicy aud a reokleaa one, and thia legis- 
laturea and governmenta ought to endea- 
vor to hit in the granting of chartera and 
subsidiea. The day may come when 
parliament may properly say that 
enough has Ijeen done in aid of railways, 
but not until more development roads 
have been provided. In a vastcountry like 
North western Canada and liritish Col 
umbia railways are what highways are 
to the more densely populated East, and 
the governments must help the con- 
struction of them. 



The story that Spain and Japan have 
joined hands, ao aa to be ready to meet 
the United States in case that country 
decides to interfere in Hawaii or Cuba 
may be true. If those two countries, 
however, will take a little friendly ad- 
vice, they will let Uncle Sam aeverely 
alone. They could bother him a good 
deal at the atart, but in the end tbey 
would cot a tremendous thrashing. At 
the same time, the prospect of having to 
confront such an alliance may nialio 
Bome of our jingo neighbors realize what 
a dangerous game they are playing when 
they meddle with matters that are none 
of their buaineaa.

THE STICKBEN TRAIL. 

A Good Route Now Made Between Tele- 
graph Creek and Teslin Lake for 
Packing Into the Yukon. 

Mr. .\. rC. j\Ii!ls, who was one of the 
party with Mr. J. C. Calbreath buildinf; 
the trail from Telegraph creek to Teslin 
hike, is back in Victoria. This trail ia 
the one to which the government gave a 
grant of if'^.OOO to assist in building. The 
party le.t Telegraph creek on May 26 and 
got the trail through to the lake on Juno 
28. The intention had been to cross tlio 
plateau to the east and build the trail by 
that line, aa more direct, but there too 
inuijh snow was oncoiiiitcr.'d, and so the 
party took the old Hudson's Bay Co. 
trail, which runa GO miles, worked along 
it and then finished to the lake, the dia 
tance being some 160 milea. The route 
was fonnd on the whole level, with 
clumps of scrubby woods or some swamp 
lands to encounter in places, but is pro- 
nounced by Mr, Mills to be a very good 
trail and a very feasible way into tlie 
Yukon. Atthelako a large scow had 
been built by men in Mr. Calbreath'a, 
employ, and some aupplies were ship- 
ped on it to Klondyko before the party 
started on tlio return. It took the party 
nine days tu get back toTelegraiih creek, 
though they could have made it in a day 
less if they had wished. Sixteen miners 
went on to Kloudyke on the scow, 

Mr. St. Oyr, the surveyor sent out by 
the Dominion government to examine 
the various routea into the Yukon, was 
met two days' journey from the lake as 
the Calbreath party came back. He had 
followed their trail in, ao he will be in a 
poaition to report upon it, and he will 
come back by some other route. By this 
time there is now a very good road into 
the Yukon if steamers would connect at 
Tealin lake. Bonding gooda at Wrangel 
they can be taken by steamer up the 
Stickeen to Glenora where the bond can 
be lifted. Then, at Telegraph Creek, 10 
miles further on, goods can be taken over 
the l.'iO miles of trail to Tesliu Lake, and 
from there it is all plain sailing hy water 
toKlondyke. This route would only be 
some 10 or 12 days travel from Wrangel. 
All along the trail the feed for cattle is 
excellent, which means that beef on foot 
could be driven in by that route with 
advantage.

Wise Men Who Have Come to See the Mar- 
vels of British Columbia. 

Taking an easy jaunt through tlie no- 
nunion to gather lor themselves a better 
idea of the country's capabilities than 
they could otherwise gain, are !JIr. C. C. 
liell, M.P. for Pictou, N. S., and Mr. S. 
1), Scott, editor of the St. John Sun. 
They spent yesterday in Victoria, visited 
B8t|uiiualt, eaw the sights about town, 
met some old friends and made some 
new acquaintances. Aa they expressed 
it themselves, they are gathering infor- 
mation, they have heard so much about 
the West that they have come to spy out 
the land. British Columbia has made a 
great impression on them and Mr. 
Scott laughingly remarked upon 
the wonderful contrasts that he 
had noted as he croased the conti- 
nent. There were the great plains with- 
out any trees and then nearing the coast 
came the mountains with the tallest 
trees on the continent. Back in Mani- 
toba where the winters were cold the 
weather was hot and out hero at Vic- 
toria where there waa very little snow- 
in winter one could see snow on the 
mountains all theauminer.

Jleanwhile work on the 
ship is being pushed forward to comple- 
tion under .Joseph Clarke's supervision, 
and the job when fiiniahed will be one 
of the best ever performed in a local 
shipyard. It will be three weeks on 
Monday since the Willapa was liauled 
out of the water and although it will be 
yet eeveraldays before she ia read_v for 
aervice the work thus far done baa made 
a big improvement. Forty mechanics 
liave been steadily employed ever aince 
the vessel left the water. They have re- 
moved part of her keel, given her a new 
lore foot, erected two or three new 
Irauica, added several now [danks where 
damagedonea appeared, placed in her a 
new ceiling, renewed her staterooms and 
made many other improvements total 
ling up a bill of between $5,000 and 
^G,U0O. The ship baa been entirely re 
caulked antl refastened and while her 
liull has received a great deal of atteu 
tion, her machinery has not been neg- 
lected. The Albion Iron Works have 
had thia job and the machinery now 
looks aa resplended as new. One of 
the important features of the Wil- 
lapa's repairs is the placing of 
rolling chalks on the steamer's 
bottom to remove the only objection that 
bus ever been found with the ateamer. 
She is a remarkably roomy craft for her 
size. She possesses twenty-four state- 
rooms and can accommodate comfort- 
ably almost a huiulred peo))le not to 
speak of her steerage ([iiarters. Tu tlieae 
cabins now there is nothing to be tlone 
apart from the hanging of the doors and 
windows and the furnishing. When the 
Willapa leaves the ways the government 
steamer Earle ia to be hauled out for an 
overhauling.

"The whole of Europe liaa contem- 
plated with an admiration not exempt 
from envy this grand atlirmation of 
national unity in the loyalty, spon- 
taneity, and sincerity of their homago 
rendered by so many millions of men to 
the public and private virtues, the pure 
and spotless life, the taet, prudence, and 
truly constitutional spirit of a Sovereinn 
TvhoBO real greatness has consisted in 
not roinainiii^' an inch within the limit 
of lier duties, but also in not going a 
hair's breadth beyond her preroga- 
tive, Conspicuous in these fetes, 
■which were saddened by no acci- 
tlont, by no even momentary ex- 
cess on the part of tlie crowd, 
■wore that ai)irit of order, that manly 
seK-control, that luibil oi respecting iu 
the liberty of others the sole guarantee 
oi your own — in a word, tlioae qualities 
of discipline and Eelf-government which 
are the honor and strength of the Eng- 
lish character, and which, slowly acquir- 
ed by ages o£ effort, are the unshakable 
foandations of the edifice of public free- 
dom And all this civil and 

military pomp, all these intoxicating 
aensationB to which a people has given 
iteeH up lor a week are, as it were, sum- 
meil up and concentrated in the proclam- 
ation unceasingly repealed and re-echoed 
from every quarter of the heavens of the 
greatness and power of the British Em- 
pire one and indivisible. 

" This was the dominant trait, the 
Bpecial charncterietic of this Jubilee, in 
which Iiuperialiam appeared for the 
first tinieas a lirst-claes posver — asserted 

■ by the striking demonstrations of the 
■jnUiiotism of the mother country and 
ifio colonies — visibly embodied by the 
;;rouii of the Prime Ministers of the 
eel f-governinK colonies, whose appear- 
ance in the midst of the brilliant uni-

pared by destiny for Anglo-Saxon con-

The Temps goes on to say that at first 
fcif^ht the lesBon of all these splendors 
i;i ight a«eu^ to be the confession of the 
> ujjeriority of the monarchical system, 
sind that if such were really the lesson 
even Trench Republicans would be hon- 
est enough to admit it. But the great les- 
son taugnt by the Jubilee is that if a na- 
■tion wishes to have a right to remain in 
vrder and calm, a right to the privilege 
el being conaervative amidst the con- 
vnlsions of other peoples, if it wishes to 
preserve from the past all that is vital 
neid to avoid the rough processes 
of revolution, " it must know 
in time how to make the inevitable sacri- 
HceH." "Even as early as the 17th 
uentury it must make willi Cromwell 
itnii William III its 1780 and its 1830. 
It must throw aside in the l-'tli cei.t;iry 
wliatever detective elements the feudal 
system possessed iu order to preserve up 
lolhe middle of the IDth century the 
atJvantnges of a political aristocracy. It 
luiist ell'ect in the Kith century the re- 
Ijmiof its national church iu order to 
remain religious and ecclesiastic. It must 
carefully reduce to powerlessness the 
noxious royalfy of the Stuarts to benefit 
i»y the incomparable services of the con- 
aiitutional royalty of Victoria. It must 
)-« the iirst to adopt a legislation pro- 
fectlng labor, the first to recog- 
nize the legality of trade unions, 
in order to bo the last to tumble 
into i.iie sanguinary rut of claea strug- 
vrle. ItnuiBt expose itself to the accu- 
sation of being a power of disorder and 
ilieturbance in the time of Louis XIV,, 
in order to deserve tlie renown of being 
i< conservative state in the time of Na- 
poleon. It must outstrip all other peo- 
ples in the daring of its innovations, in 
order to itive them later on, when they 
are ilnally entangled in the revolution- 
ary machinery, the spectacle of the bliss- 
ful peace of a society where liberty is a 
heritage and a tradition, and where the 
principle of authority is simply the in- 
ttrnment of progress." 

M. do Vogue, the Academician,, who 
3a English on the mother's side, gives in 
the Figaro Ilia impressions of the Spit- 
head lleview, lie says :

"Tiw 
enormous Cunard liner and the little 
sailing cutter move with the same confi- 
dence as busy pedestrians in the crowd- 
ed London street. The sea is their 
home, the familiar room in which they 
wonld walk blindfold, the obedient nia- 
t«rial which they handle with ease. . . . 
These numerous vessels are only the 
children remaining at home. Of their 
hrothreii, scattered over every ocean, 
not one has stirred. To-day, as 
yeaterday, they are keeping watch 
i\t their posts in Asia, Afri- 
ca, Oceania, tlie trusty watch- 
(ioga of England, ready to bite any- 
where iit iui order from the mother coun- 
try. That order English thought can 
transmit in a moment. It runs at the 
bottom of the sea on Ilnglish cables. 
Above and beneath the sea the two net- 
worka'of iron, that which orders and that 
■which executes, are well riveted round 
the planet, The world is fast held in 
the double net of the Haxon fishermen, a 
■world, an Empire in comparison with 
wliicli the lloman Empire was but a

«18 not grudge this noble people nor lier 
'who rulea It our tribute of admiration 
and respect. Wetb the collision of this 



mass to crush us, he would not be wor- 
thy of the name of man who did not feel 
a little more hroud of that name iu the 
presence of the spectacle ofTered us by 
the English' nation,' in • the presence of 
the ereatnesB of these men,„w.ho have 
carried human genius to s^ch a,height,''. 

M. Paul Bourgot in the'FigiBiro glVBS 
hia reflections on the Diamond Jubilee,' 
which ho thus sums up: 

" When you see that a rival people is 
very great you do not envy it — which 
would bo unworthy ; you do not deny its 
greatness— which would bo uselesa ; you 
do not copv it— which would be slavish. 
You try to comprehend what laws 
of a political nature it has learned to 
observe in its development, and when 
you think you liavo perceived them you 
endeavor to practise them in the limits 
of your own traditions and race. . . . 
Let us compete with the Engliah in 
what is moat to be respected and envied 
in them, and in what reveals the secret 
of their force and genius — namely, civic 
duty." 

The Matin says: . 

" If the British nation owed its incred- 
ible good fortune to the brutal hazards 
of war, t^iat immense display of its power 
would havo been a provocation to hu- 
man conscience and its proud challenge 
wonld have been an odious act. But, 
seeing that it has reached its present de- 
gree of prosperity by the exer. ise of 
tue ri'rest qualities, the most practical 
and thi most loyal intelligence, the 
most unremitting energy, and the most 
resourceful and at the aamo time most 
deliberate activity of which history gives 
an example, it would be absurd to be 
offended with it. If one examines the 
course followed respectively by France 
and by Great Britain one is compelled 
to admit the superiority of the Uritiah 
character. The Imperial Jubilee is more 
the glorification of individual energy 
than a celebration of a date in British 
history, and it is a priceless lesson for 
the world." 

The Paris Tempa, commenting on the 
Spithead review, saya: 

" We look on with admiration free 
from envy at the display of this splendid 
anduniijue spectacle. France is better 
able than any other state to take i)art in 
thiH naval fete in a spirit of generous 
sympathy. She knows that, in spite of 
lue natural divergences between nations 
destined to come into contact, and some 
times into opposition, at all points of the 
globe, there is no probability of this im 
mense armament ever being turned 
against her. For France this martial 
pomp is and remains the crowning point 
of the Jubilee of peace." 

THE SPITHEAD EEVIEW. 

Details of the Great Naval Feature of the 
Jubilee Celebration. 

The London Times' correspondent on 
board the Poweriul said : In the course 
of the morning a steam tug came along- 
side the Powerful hiivingon board Field- 
Jlarsbal Lord Roborts, who was accom- 
panied by Field-;\Iarshal Sir Donald 
Stewart, General Sir Richard Strachey, 
and other distinguished visitors. Lord 
Roberts and his party stayed on board 
about an hour. Shortly afterwarda Sir 
Samuel Scott's yacht came alongside, 
bringing Captain Lambton's party ,wbicb 
included the Dukeand Duchess of Devon- 
shire, Lady Londonderry, Lady War- 
wick aud Lady Gerard, Lord Durham, 
Lord and Lady Wolverton, Lord and 
Lady Chelsea, Lord and Lady Newport, 
Lord and Lady Minto, Sir Horace and 
Lady Farquhar, Sir Samuel and Lady 
Sophie Scott, and several others. Mr. 
and Mrs. Leopold Rothschild, who were 
also among the captain's guests, had ar 
rived earlier. By this time the decks of 
the ship bad presented a very gay and, 
perhaps, somewhat unwarliko appear- 
ance, the uniforms of oflicera and men 
being almost eclipsed by the bricht 
frocks of ladies and the more sombre 
but not less varied, uarments of mem- 
bers of tlie less decorative sex. Nava 
custom has generally re(|uired that 
guests not in uniform aliould somehow 
be rendered invisible on board ship dur- 
ing the formal proceedings of a review, 
and an order to this eflect was originally 
issued on the present occasion, liven 
the vast spaces of the Powerful might 
tiave been overtaxed to comply with this 
order implicity and at the same time to 
secure for the visitors hidden away in 
them an opportunity of witnessing tlie 
spectacle tuoy had come to see. Happily 
for everyone the original order was re- 
scinded by general signal and visitors 
were allowed to remain on deck. The 
dignity and order of the review were not 
in the least impaired thereby; odicial 
pedantry can hardly bo carried further 
than hy an ollicial permission to visit 
the ships which is accompanied by an 
official order that the visitors are not to 
be ECen, and, therefore, nut; to see, at the 
critical moment of the s|)ectaclo. 

The arrival of the visitors was followed 
by an interval of waiting which was very 
pleasantly employed in seeing the eights 
of the ship and in enjoying the hospi- 
tality of her officers. The Duke of Devon- 
shire manifestly took great interest in 
the ship, which was built at Barrow by 
the company of which ho was f3rmerly 
chairman and at the works of which he 
is the landlord, and ho seemed to be 
much gratified at the admiration so freely 
expressed by his fellow guests for her 
structure and appearance. Of her in- 
ternal apj)earanco we could judge for 
ourselvca ; of her external appearance we 
could judge not leaa effectively by ob 
serving her consort and counterpart, the 
Terrible, which was moored at a distance 
of two cables in a corresponding position 
in the line next to our own. To judge 
from the language I heard on all sides, 
the inspection gave universal pleasure 
and satiafaction, and indeed it could not 
be otherwise, whether the two ships 
themselves were considered or any others 
in the Fleet. All was order, all was dis- 
cipline, which was not the moat kindly 
and attentive hospitality ; all was splen- 
dor and magnillcenceof array, the result 
of hard work and the highest organi- 
zation, not less skilful than successful in 
every respect. 

Gradually, towards 2 o'clock, the lines 
were cleared of passing ships, and sim- 
ultaneously the sky was clearing of 
clouds an<l the sun began to shine 
brightly but not too fiercely. That mo- 
ment of anticipation, when nothing but 
warshipa could be seen throughout the 
length and breadth of the anchorage, 
waa one of the moat impressive of the 
day. Oflicera donned full dress and 
quietly marshalled their men for man- 
ning the ships in the prescribed fushion 
at a signal to made from the flagship. 
This waa done shortly before the royal 
yacht cast off her moorings, and now 
everything was ready and all was tense 
exjiectation. Precisely at 2 the guns of 
a royal salute on shore announced that 
the yacbt was under way. and a few 
minutes afterwarda she was seen slowly 



steaming toward the fleet, preceded, in 
accordance with ancient prescription, by 
the Trinity yacht Irene. At the fore- 
maathead of the royal yacht the admi- 
ralty flag was flying, a dark red banner 
pierced with an anchor in yellow. Tlie 
standards of Great Britain and Germany 
atthetaain denoted that the Prince of 
Wales waa on board to 'represent her 
majesty, and that he was accompanied 
by his sister, the Empress Frederick. 
At the mizzen was the Union Jack, it 
being the custom to use this flag for 
dressing instead of the white ensign on 
board ships carrying crowned heada. As 
ahe reached the head of the lines the 
royal aaUito was taken up by the lirat 
division, taking its time from the fiai;- 
ahip, and was subsequently repeated at 
intervals as the appointed stations wore 
passed, each ship successively saluting 
the royal admiral as he passed and giv- 
ing liim three lusty clieers from the 
whole of bur ship's company. The pro- 
cession was somewhat tardy in getting 
into its accuatomed order, aa some of 
the larger shipa com posing it were aome- 
what difficult to handle at the alow 
speed adopted. But when it returned 
abreast of the flagship in its passage to 
the eastward between lines and D, 
it was finally marshalled as follows: 
The Irene led the line, piloting the 
Victor and Albert, with the Prince of 
Wales on board, surrounded by a bril- 
liant atafVaiid a large assemblage of the 
more auuust of the royal guests. The 
remainder of the royal guests followed 
in the P. aud O. liner the Carthage, 
which was substituted for the Osborne 
in order to allord more spacious accom- 
modation to her distinguished passen- 
gers. Then followed another royal 
yacht, the Alberta, and the Knchantress 
came next with the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty and their friends. Next came 
the Danube, freigfitod with members of 
the House of Lords, and next the Wild- 
fire, with the Colonial Premiere, who 
were accompanied by the Secretary of 
State for the C'jlonies. Next followed 
the House of Commons in the Cam- 
pania, whose immense bulk dwarfed 
every ship in the fleet, even the Power- 
ful and the Terrible, the longest ships in 
the navy, while beraplendid appearance 
attracted universal admirali jn. Lastly 
came the lildorado with the foreign Am- 
baEsadors, In this order the procession 
again reached the head of the line, and 
hero the majority of the ships left it for 
their reapective stations, but the Vic- 
toria and Albert, preceded by the Irene 
and followed by the Alberta, turned 
again so as to pass between the lines A 
and B, and came to an anchor in the 
space provided for her in line A abreast 
of the fienown, the temporary flagship 
of the Oommander-in-Obief. Here all 
the flag oflicers present were received by 
His Eoyal Highness, and when this 
ceremony waa concluded the royal yacbt 
weighed anchor and returned to Ports- 
moutli, receiving as she left the lines 
three simultaneous (dieera from every 
shipiu the fleet. As the echo of these 
hearty cheers rolled along the lines in 
"a tumult of acclaim," every one who 
heard it must have felt that no throne 
waa ever more securely guarded by the 
loyalty and might of a world-wide Km- 
pire. 

During the passage of the Royal pro-' 
cession the linea were kept creditably 
clear by the vigilant and ubiciuitous pa- 
trol-boata told ofl for the purpose, but 
iu spite of all their eUorta some few 
email craft and steamboats managed to 
defy their authority. The now . famous 
Turbinia, the fastest vessel in the florid, 
was also in evidence steaming at aston- 
ishing speed between the lines A ^nd B 
shortly after the Royal procession had 
passed. The patrol-boats which attempt- 
ed to check her adventuroua proceeding 
were distanced in a twinkling, but at 
last one of them managed by placing 
herself athwart her course to drive her 
out of the lines aaternof the Fresh cruis 
er Pothu lu. Her speed was, aa I have 
said, pimply aatonishing, but its mani- 
festation waa accompanied by a miuhty 
rushing sound and by a atream of flame 
from her funnel at least aa long as the 
funnel itself. Unless these commonplace 
but very serious defects can be corrected 
it is manifest that the syatem of propul- 
sion devised by Mr. Parsons cannot be 
applied to torpedo-boats, for whoso oper- 
ations silence, secrecy, and invisibility 
are indiepensable. Visitors to the Jubi- 
lee review of 1887 will perhaps remem- 
ber that a prominent feature of that oc- 
casion waa the appearance of the Nor- 
denfell aubmarine, or rather aubmerged, 
boat just aa the appearance of the Tur 
biniawas a prominent feature of the pre 
sent occaaion. fjittlo or nothing has 
since been hearrl of the Nordenfclt boat 
as a practical invention. Aliyit omen 
I'lvery one would regret if the Turbinia 
after her briliiantexhibition of Saturday, 
should turn out only a similar nine 
days' wonder. 

The weather so far had been in nearly 
all respects worthy of the occasion. It 
might have been clearer with advantage, 
but I really hardly know whether the 
liaze, combined with the immense 
length of the lines, did not somewhat

enhance, aa it certainly did not impair, 
tho general spectacular effect. Bufrthe 
clouds began to gather while the Royal 
yacht waa at anchor, and before she 
weiclied a few heavy drops had fallen. 
About the time the Prince returned to 
rortamouth thCt^torm broke and showed 
itself eminently worthy. of an ?nnparal- 
leled day. The rain fell with tropical 
violence, almost blotting out a view of 
the ships even in adjacent linos, and the 
thunder and ligbtniuK demonstrated tho 
superiority of nature to the puny elTurta 
of man in providini: a Koval ealuto not 
unworthy of the majesty of the occasion. 
At G o'clock the prospect of the even- 
ing's illuminations seemed to bo quite 
hojjelesB, and were certainly as black iis 
a thunderstorm could miiko them. But 
evidently nature was only tiiking her 
sbare in the festivities of the day, us sbo 
did more than once ou the similar occa- 
sion at Kiel, and refrained from marring 
their punctuality or precision by occu- 
pying more time than could be allotted 
for her contribution to the proceedings. 
By U o'clock all was fair again, and so 
far as the spectacle was' concerned the 
only effect of the tbnnderstorm waa to 
leave a canopy of heavy but happily 
rainless clouds to darken the twilight of 
a summer sky. At the appointed mo- 
ment, a quarter past 9, the fleet whose 
individual features had been graduully 
fading away in the gloaming suddenly 
burst into iin exquisite glare of universal 
but ordered light. The ell'ect was en- 
chanting alike in its suddenness 
rtud in its unexampled beauty. Every 
Brilieh ship was uniformly illuminated 
with lines of electric lamps tracing out 
the main outlines of her hull, bridges 
funnels and masts, the llngships show- 
ing the admirals' lings represented in 
the proper colors— a red St. George's 
cross on a white ground — and conspicu- 
ous miles away. The foreign warships 
present followed for the most part the 
same syetem, though with many varia- 
tions of detail, while in some cases the 
electric illumination was accompanied 
by freijuent discharges of bouiiuets of 
rockets and by the display of other fire- 
works outliuirig the ships' topsides with 
lines of flume displaying a succession of 
brilliant hues. Uniformity of effect was 
the thing aimed at in the British lines, 
but tho apparent severity of decoration 
■tt-hich the description might seem to 
imply was entirely mitigated in spec- 
tacular effect by the immense lengtli of 
the lines, giving tho appearance at a dis- 
tance of continuous aisles of ecintilluting 
light. Where everything was as perfect 
as skill and assiduity could make it, it is 
almost invidious to select individual in- 
stances of special brilliancy. But for 
some reason or other the illumination of 
the Victorious was generally thought on 
board the Powerful to be specially eflfec- 
tive, and in tho Terrible a device attrac- 
ted attention not unmixed with amuse- 
ment. On the quarterdeck was shown a 
device exhibiting ttie numerals 1837 in 
white lights, with V. R. in red between 
tho figures 8 and ri. At intervals the 
numerals were eclijised while the letters 
remained, and immediately afterwards 
the numerals 18117 appeared, while 
aimultaneously an I. in green was 
added to tlie Koyal monogram. The 
changes from one monogram and one set 
of numerals to the other waa made 
with rapid alternation throughout the 
evening, and the ingenuity of the device 
was generally recognized, though the 
dignity of its effect was somewhat mar- 
red for London visitors, at any rate, by 
its resemblance^^to certain familiar but 
not particularly impressive advertise- 
ments. A somewhat similar device ap- 
peared to be displayed from the Ameri- 
can flngahip Brooklyn, but the distance 
was too great from tho Powerful for the 
details to be distinctly observed. An- 
other characleriatic and very beautiful 
feature of the Brooklyn's system of illu- 
mination waa the contiuuoua lighting 
up of the British and American ensigns 
displayed from the mnatbeads by the 
fixed beams from electric search lights. 
This charming method was, I think, 
first employed by the Royal Sovereign 
on the occasion of a dinner given by 
Lord Walter Kerr to the German Iilm- 
peror at Kiel, and in general I may aay 
that 1 observed no method of illumina- 
tion which had not been previously em- 
ployed at Kiel and originated for the 
most part on board British ships. In 
any case, however, the elTect was truly 
enchanting, and in particular I may 
mention ii foreign abip, too distant for 
identification, but understood to be the 
German, which wore the appearance of 
two Eill'el towers outlined in white lights 
and bearing a tievico in red about half- 
way up their height. Tho Kusaian eagle 
on board the Koasiu was also very ell'cc- 
tive, the Ituiian Hliip with its spirul 
lines of light around the funnel was 
much admired by those who saw it near 
at hand, the Swedish ship tiota was 
awarded tho palm for brilliancy and 
preciHion of ell'ect, and tho Japanese dis- 
|)layed their rare taste in color and form 
by hanging their ship, the Fuji, with 
the national colore, red and white, die- 
posed in graceful lines and effective pro- 
portions. 

Between 9 and 10 the Prince of Wales 
came out in one of the smaller Royal 
yachts, the Alberta, and steamed again 
through the lines to witness tho illunii- 
nations, but, as the yacbt carried no 
lights except navigation lights, her pass- 
ing attracted only momentary attention, 
and no ceremony wn.s oljserved. On the 
I'rince's return to the harbor soon after 
11, by which time the night wus excep- 
tionally dark for niidsummor, and there- 
fore unusually conducive to the bril- 
liancy of the apoetacle, a linal Royal 
aalute wna lired simultaneoualy from all 
the warships in the anchorage. The 
ell'et^t waa again superb. Each ship be- 
camo wreathed in masses of luminous 
smoko through which the flashes of the 
guns gleamed red and lurid. 

The last Royal salute was tho formal 
close of this memorablo day. Tho 
illuminatioDB were still continued for a 
short apace, Imt at midnight the llag- 
ship switched off," and in little more 
tbun a minute all the licet was dark. 
Then we saw what wo liad scarcely 
noticed before — thiit the steamers, large 
and smallj anil the yachts and other 
veEBel.4 which surrounded the warships 
on all sides had contributed not a little 
to the ai)lendor of <t spectacle which no 
one who witnessed it is ever, likely to 
forget. Their illuminations remaiiuul 
brilliant for a short time longer, but 
soon the riding lights of countless ves- 
sels alone were visible, while overhead 
the stars, long obscured in tho gloom 
left by the thunderstorm, began to re- 
assert tho eternal suj)reniacy which 
human effort had dared for a few mo- 
ments to rival and eclijiso. Weary, but 
glad at heart at the brilliant success 
which from lirst to last bad crowned tho 
proceedings, the few spectators who re- 
mainsd to witness their solemn and im- 
pressive close retired at last to rest, full 
of inspiring thoughts about the Empire

THE OUTS EE80LVE, 

Mr. Bryan Presiding, the Trans-Mlssisslppi 
Congress Tender Advice to 
the President. 

Salt Lake, July 15.— The Trane-Mia- 
aisaippi congress was called tO order 
promptly at 9 o'clock thia morning, with 
a large audience in the (ralleries and the 
delegates' seats well tilled. The large 
attendance was due to the fact that Hon. 
W. J. Bryan, president of the congress, 
was to be present. At the afternoon ses- 
sion the report of the resolntioD^ com- 
mittee that it had drawn a substitute for 
the free silver resolution which was pre- 
sented by Mr. Thomas yesterday, was re- 
ferred, and 18 as follows ; 

" Whereas, TheTrans-MisaiBsippi con- 
gress has at its laat six sessiona declared 
in favor of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of both gold and silver at the ration 
of 16 to 1 ; and, 

'• Whereas, such action by this con- 
gress has proved a most potential factor 
in arousing the nation to the necessity of 
a return to the former wise and beniU 
cent coinage system, and the success of 
the ellbrts call for redoubled etlorts in 
thisbebaU; therefore, be it 

" Resolved, That we commend the ac' 
tion of President McKinley in appoint 
ing a committee to try'to secure an in^ 
ternatlonal agreement, and most 
earnestly hope that success may crown 
their efforts. We further affirm that 
such ellbrts are proof of the failure of the 
gold standard to advance the interests 
and prosperity of the people, and the 
fact that Hie restoration of bi-metallism 
is universally demanded by them." 

Papers on irrigation were read by F. 
H. Xewell, hydrographer of the United 
.States geographical survey ; L. H. Tay- 
lor, of Nevada; W. il. Afoore, of St. 
Louis, and C. L. Stevens, of Salt Lake. 

The following resolution was adopted : 
" Resolved, That we are in favor of such 
legislation by congress as will insure the 
prompt construction of the Nicaragua 
canal as an American enterprise, tore- 
main forever under American control, 
and that we memorialize congress to this 
efl'ect." 

The Hawaiian question then came up 
in the form of a reaolution as follows: 
" Resolved, That the Traus-MiesiasipiM 
congress favors the prompt annexation 
of the Hawaiian republic to the United 
States on grounds of national policy, 
prestige and commercial ne;;eBsity, there- 
by removint! the possibility of this 
great atronghold in mid-ocean being 
controlled by anj' foreign power aa a 
constant menace to our country." This 
was adopted. 

The Cuban nuestion was taken up, the 
resolution beinjias followH: '• Resolved, 
That we heariilv sympaihize with the 
people of Cuba, 1 a their heroic straggle 
for civil liberty, and we request eongreas 
and the Presitlent to recocnize Cuba as a 
nation, and U neces-sary to render it sub- 
stantial assistance in secnrint: and main- 
taining its independence." The resolu- 
tion was adopted by a rising vole. 



A Hazardous Trip. 

— The stern- 
wheel river steamboat H. C, (irady 
started to-night on her perilous voyaije 
to San Francisco, with Capt. Den.iy, an 
experienced navigator at the helm. The 
opinion is that if the lirady meets no 
heavy seas she will reach port without 
mishap, but in the event of a storm, the 
odds are heavily against her arrival in 
S m Francisco.

THE WHEEL. 

VrCTOIlIA TO ALliBKNfr. 

Mr. H. C. Dalby, wlio has been 
.spending considerable time past in and 
about Alberni in tho interest of Wil- 
liams' directory, returned homo yester- 
day, wheeling it all tho way from the 
town on the west coast that has of late 
been identilied with so many promising 
mining investments. His e.vperience 
will no doubt prove of advantage to 
those who may contemplate taking the 
1^0 mile rido between this city and 
Alberni as a summer holiday jaunt. 
There is no reason, according to Mr. 
Dal by 'a report, wiiy the trip should not 
bo pleasantly made in two days each 
way, and tor the convenience of pros- 
pective travellers over tho course he 
outlines the best route to be adopted by 
riders from Victoria aa followa: From 
the city toGoldstream the highway will 
be found quite pleasant travelling 
awheel ; thence to Shawnigan lake the 
railway track is both shorter and more 
convenient than the rough and difficult 
road over the aummit. At Shawnigan 
lake the road should be again 
taken, for the remaining distance 
to Nanaimo. From the Coal City to 
Wellington the road is also quite satis 
factory, and riders awheel should at the 
railway terminus be sure not to make 
the mistake of adopting the eut to effect 
a saving of something like two miles. 
Although the new road ia possibly the 
two miles shorter, it will be some time 
before it ia two miles quicker. Those 
who adopt the common sense plan will 
follow the road around, finding good 
wheeling from this point to Cameron 
lake. New grading and rocks are here 
encountered, neeesaitating three miles of 
walking, and six miles of alternate walk- 
ing and riding, the linal si.^ miles into 
thei town of Alberni having an easy 
descent and being on the whole (piile 
ridable if one takes the precaution to 
brake. The total distance from Victoria 
is 130 miles— 78 to Nanaimo and 52 
thence to Alberni town. 

A SOUTH AFRICAX CJl .4.MPI0N, 

The latest mail from South Africa 
brings news of additional victories for 
.A rtliur Carter and the Uran t ford " red 
bird" wliich he rides in tliat other cor- 
ner of the world. At the recent race 
meet held in Salisljury, Maslioiialnnd, 
for tlie cbampionahip of South Africa, 
the ex- Victorian waa only a few inches 
behind in the finish of the quarter mile 
I'idden in Ii2 liat, while in tlie half — a 
handicap event— liestarled from scratch, 
and won out easily in l.KS, and this on a 
dirt horse track which would not be the 
fastest in the world by any means. Mr. 
Carter will be well remembered by all 
Victorians taking an interest in cycle 
racing. It waa he who introduced and 
trained E. W. Bradley during liis career 
as a champion, and be it was also who 
designed the track at Oak Bay which 
has since become known far and wide as 
the most scientifically conatructed racing 
course in the North Pacific.

— In their 
race for the Stewards Cup, against New 
College, Oxford, the Winnipegs were an 
eighth of a length ahead at the end of 
Temple Island, rowing 40 strokes to the 
minute as against 30 for New Colleee. 
They then drew out and got a lead of a 
length. The half-mile stake was reached 
in 3 minutes and 34 seconds. When 
beyond Fawley Court boat house, New 
College, in a few powerful strokes, 
drove their boat even with the Winni- 
pegs. At the three-quarters stake, 
which waa reached in 4 minutea and' 12 
seconds, the AVinnipegs were half a 
length behind, and from that point, al 
though they spurted grandly and de- 
creased the lead of New College by three 
or four feet, they never could catch the 
Oxoniana, who finished winners by a 
length in the record time of 7 minutes 
and 33 seconds. The steering of the 
Winnipegs waa decidedly better than 
yesterday's, and they were less ex- 
hausted "than their rivals. 

At the flnisb the Winnipegs proposed 
three cheers for New College, tho men 
in the New College boat heartily re 
spending, and the cheer was caught up 
on the shore, after which the Winnl 
pegs were loudly cheered in return 
The captain of tue Winnipegs said to 
the correapoQdent of the Aaaociated 
Press immediately after the race: "It 
was the beat race we ever rowed, and 
as it is our first experience on the 
Henley course, we ought to be satisfied 
with having rowed e(|ual to the old 
record. Tho only trouble was that our 
rivals rowed four seconds better than 
the record. AVe tried our best at the 
tiniah, but could not negotiate it. Wo 
were pretty well pumped out in our boat, 
but we stayed the course." 
.:,The Winnipegs, after the race, were 
greeted on every aide in the moat cordial 
fashion, all the English crews going to 
their quarters, conjplimenting them up 
on their plucky behavior, and praising 
them for the sportsmanlike way in which 
they accepted defeat. The Winnipegs 
are enthusiastic over the treatment they 
are receivinp; since they proved the atuft 
they are made of. They will sail for 
home on August S. 

Mr. Murphy, the trainer, said: "I 
wonld like to have seen them win, but I 
may say that whenever the Winnipegs 
are defeated the record is always lower- 
ed. The boat was not altogether satis- 
factory. I iiope we m.ay see Henley 
again."
